THIS ISSUE OF QCWA NEWS IS FOR THE MONTHS OF JUNE/JULY, 1984,

WE HAVE RECEIVED OUR FIRST PRELIMINARY REPORT ON BALLOTS THAT 
HAVE BEEN CAST IN THE CURRENT QCWA ELECTION. AS OF JUNE 20, 
APPROXIMATELY 4694 BALLOTS HAD BEEN RECEIVED. THIS IS TO BE 
COMPARED WITH THE APPROXIMATELY 2,200 RECEIVED IN THE 1983 
ELECTION. APPARENTLY THE MOST RECENT BALLOT IS EASIER TO MARK 
AND MAIL. WE ARE URGING ALL CHAPTERS TO CONTACT THEIR MEMBERS 
AND TO URGE THEM TO MARK AND MAIL THEIR BALLOT, IF THEY HAVE 
NOT ALREADY DONE SO. 


MEMBERS OF QCWA SHOULD RECOGNIZE THAT THERE WILL BE AN ELECTION 
IN 1985, AT WHICH TIME OFFICERS AND DIRECTORS WILL BE ELECTED. 
NOMINATIONS BY PETITION FOR EACH OF THE OFFICES ARE ACCEPTABLE 
AND SHOULD BE SUBMITTED TO THE SECRETARY OF QCWA NO LATER THAN 
DECEMBER: 31, 1984, AND EACH PETITION MUST HAVE BEEN SIGNED BY 
AT LEAST 50 QCWA MEMBERS IN GOOD STANDING. NOW IS THE TIME TO 
START A PETITION, DON'T WAIT UNTIL THE LAST MINUTE. MAKE YOUR 
NOMINATION AND DO IT EARLY.
